Under the protective 
tariff war is waged not only on foreign 
producers but on domestic manufact- 
urers whoso competition is unpleasant 
to the favored section. A duty on iron 
ore is hostile to all who use finished 
forms of iron and to the manufacturers 
themselves.

So quickly was it all over 


north with Gift ridge, a long and wide 
stretch of table land, parallel with the 
Ohio river for some miles. 
The south- 


east corner of this plateau affords a 
most magnificent view up the Ohio river 
and valley for ten miles and over the 
fin-tile farms in Kentucky opposite. 
The view is much finer now than it was 
in the summer of 1791. Then there was 
nothing hut forests everywhere, with 
the yellow waters of the Ohio, like a 
golden thread amid the solid emerald, 
bnL beside the view up and down the 
Ohio river and across into the rich val- 
ley lands in Kentucky, there is now u 
view of the ridges, table lands and for- 
esVcovored hills to the north that is 
finite as entrancing as the view to the 
east, to the south and to the west. 


Gen. Massio built a cabin of buckeye 


logs here on the southeastern corner of 
the plateau and called it Uuckeyo sta- 
tion, as everything in that day was 
called a station. Here he came to hunt, 
to enjoy the grand views, to rest and 
enjoy himself. 
To secure his choice 


location from the Indians he took upon 
the entire Gilt ridge, to the north of it, 
for four or five miles, with 
military 


warrants, and gave the land to those 
who would settle on it and placed a 
cordon between him and the hostiles. 
Massia was a brave man, but he liked 
company when the Indians were expect- 
ed. So captivated with his place was 
he that, notwithstanding the fact that 
he laid oufChillicothe in 1708, and then 
took up a fine body of land on Paint 
creek, in Ross county, in the summer 
of 171)7 he proceeded to erect a frame 
house on this place, when the erection 
of a frame house in 1797 was a remark- 
able undertaking. The house is locat- 
ed about ten rods back from the 


had-been filled with mortar. The floor 
boards though very wide were tongued 
and grooved and the weather boards 
were put on pointed instead of overlap- 
ped. It is probable there had been ad- 
ditions to the house, but they were gone 
when we visited it. The grounds about 
the houhe were at one time tastefully 
laid out, and traces of the vanished 
beauty were still apparent. Twolocust 
trees, the largest the writer ever saw, 
stand in front of the house to the south. 
They are each at least ten feet in cir- 
cumference and not less than 100 years 
old. llctween them had stood a mons- 
ter cherry, but its trunk, prono on the 
earth, spoke of its grandeur, when 
alive. At the northwest of the house 
about ten yards distant, stands a. living 
black heart cherry tree which measur- 
es thirteen feet six inches in girth. Its 
spreading limbs, projecting horizontal- 
ly, are as large as ordinary trees of its 
kind. 


Between tlie house and this tree is an 


old-fashioned -cave cellar covered by a 
small house. While this house over- 
looks the one great highway, the Ohio 
river, and the other great higkway,,the 
Chesapeake &• Ohio railroad, with all 
boats and trains in view for miles, it is 
now one of the most inaccessible spots 
ia the State. The hills in front descend 
sheer into the Ohio river without-any 
shelf or bottom land within nearly a 
mile on either side of the property. 
It 


is only approachable by a road coining 
through farms from Gift ridge in the 
rear, and it is two miles from the sta- 
tion over the roughest and most primi- 
tive of roads, over stones and up and 
down hills to the nearest turnpike, or 
public highway. 
In early days when 


roads were of no consequence it had a 
direct road to und from Manchester. 
The iaet that the home is BO out of the 
way has preserved it. 
Had it been up- 


on a nubile highway it wonld have been 
deslrcyed by fire, or torn down years 


the home of Thomas Means of Union 
Landing. 
She died in Manchester, 0., 


in 1853, and is buried there in the Pres- 
byterian churchyard. 
Her daughter is 


the wife of Hon. Charles P. Taft, editor 
of the Times-Star. 


Here the lute John Ellison, the bank- 


er of Manchester, was born, and here 
he spent u happy childhood and boy- 
hood, whose joys he never tired of re- 
counting among his friends. 
While the 


Ellisons resided here the station hail 
many distinguished visitors from Cin- 
cinnati, Maysville, Hanging Kock and 
otherpoints. Amongothers, Mrs. John 
F. Kcyes, nee Margaret Barr. a daugh- 
ter of Samuel Barr, before mentioned, 
spent the.summer of 1832 here and re- 
mained till after the frost to escape the 
dread pestilence, the Asiatic cholera, 
then prevalent She returned to Cin- 
cinnati after the first frost in the full 
of 1883 and was at once taken with the 
cholera and died within a few hours. 
The pioneers who knew this place, who 
had many joyous meetings here, and 
their natural foes, the Indians, are all 
gone to the shadow land, but the beau- 
ties of the landscape and of the natural 
scenery, which charmed the untutored 
savage, the hardy pioneer and the deer 
hunter, the early settlers, still remains 
to produce like sentiments in those who 
choose lo look upon it

a hall and one large room, with the 
other stone chimney at the west end. 


The hall fronts the south, and besides 


the door on each side are two windows 
to enable the inmates to inspect a guest 
before admission. 
After entering the 


hall there is a door on each side enter- 
ing the east and west rooms. 
Entering 


the oust room from the hall wo fiud :i 
window to the south and another to the 
east, with very small panes of glass. 
Thu walls of this room and the other 
two were lined with wide, primitive 
boards, and ceilings only were plaster- 
ed. The floors wure made of ivule old 
fashioned boards, suuh as are now no 
longer seen. Tiic fire-place in ttie ca.st 
room Is a feature. 
It is four feut high 


from the hearth to the top of the inch 
ami eight feet wide. To thu left of this 
fire-place, ai ouu stands before it, is a 
closel under a, stairway from the north 
room. To the right is :i tluor leading 
into tile north room. 


Entering that we find a door and a 


window to the east and a window and 
door to the west, the latter opening in- 
to a porch in the rear of the hall and 
west rooms. The fireplace in this room 
was as capacious as that in the room 
north of it- To the right of the chim- 
ney in the north room was a stairivay 
leading to two attic rooms, sided and 
celled with boards over tiic north and 
south rooms. These rooms were Cjitite 
small, and no doubt had been used as 
sleeping rooms for guests. The porch 
to the north of the west room extended 
along it aud the south end of the hall. 
The west room had the large single 
stone chimney and over it an old fash- 
ioned wooden mantel of walnut, carved 
and floured, which, when the home was 
bnilt, was the pride of the proprietor 
and the envy oi his neighbors. The 
spaces between the weather board- 
ing and the inner ceiling-of the walls 


In u. military point of view itjs strat- 


egic. A fort on this property would 
command the Ohio valley up tind down 
for miles, would iSimmand the Ken- 
tucky hills to the south and the Ohio 
hills lo the north. Fort Thomas, near" 
Newport, Ky., should have been locat- 
ed here, and whenever it becomes ne- 
cessary to have forts along the Ohio 
border there will be one,here. 


At this place Gen. Massio dwelt oc- 


casionally for the live years, from 1707 
till 1802, but the shades of oblivion are 
so fast darkening the history of this 
hardy pioneer that little can be learned 
of his residence at this point Gen. 
Massie's wife was Snstiii Meade of Chau- 
inerie, Ky., formerly of Maycox, Prince 
George county, Va. Her sister Sarah 
narried Charles Willing Hyrd, United 
States district judge for Ohio from 
March 3, 1SOS, until August LI, 1828. 
Judge liyrd bought, this property, (100 
acres, in 1807 of his brothcrin-law, Gen. 
Massie, for §8,1UO anil moved there in 
June, .1807. 
Ho was then thirty-seven, 


and his wife was thirty-two, and his 
children were Mary, aged nine; Powell, 
aged six; Kidder Meade, aged five; Wil- 
liam Silonwco, ajjed two, and his daugh- 
ter Evelyn was born there in August, 
1S07. 
Judge liyrd had been born and 


reared at the princely estate of West- 
over, seven miles from WilliampTjnrg, 
Va., and his wife on the large estate of 
her father, Col. David Meade, at May- 
cox, right opposite Westover. lioth 
had boon reared iu all the luxury that 
the times of tho.ir childhood knew. 
From 170!) to 1807 they had resided in 
Cincinnati, then an insignificant vil- 
lage, and why Judge liyrd wanted to 
bring his young wife and babies to this 
wilderness no one can now conjecture. 
Here he and his family saw the first 
steamboat descend the Ohio in 1811, and 
here his patient wife went to her ever- 
lasting reston the 21st day of February, 
1815, 
and was buried under a walnut 


tree some 200 yards from the house. 
Her grave is shown to this day. 


That must have been a mournful pro- 


cession of the judge and his family, he 
then forty-five, Mary seventeen, Powell 
sixteen, Kidder twelve, William ten, 
and Evelyn eight, accompanied by his 
neighbors, bearing the fair daughter of 
Virginia, who had graced its best socie- 
ty and seen and known as the father's 
friend, the immortal Washington, to 
her last resting place, in the then prim- 
itive Ohio forest. There her remains 
have reposed for seventy-nine years, 
and though, in that lime, the whole 
face of nature about the spot has been 
changed, and wilderness and forest 
have yielded to plain and fertile fields
